Police Claim to Have Damaging Evidence Against 


Prisoners Who Were Jailed Tuesday 


Evening. 


Pet Investigation of Last Thursday's Atrocious Crime 


Being Hade by Police Department-Geo. Collins, Geo. 


Baab and Robt. Henninger He Trio Arrested, 


Early Tuesday nighfthree more ar- 


rests were made in the Homer Loar 
murder case when 
Chief of 
Police 


Sheridan with Captain Kraver and 
Officer Charles Swank found Georgs 
E. Collins, alias "Gabby" Collins, of 
St. Louis, George Raab of Dayton, and 
Robert Henninger of Philadelphia, all 
of whom have been in trouble during 
the past six months. They were 
placed in the county iail and slated 
"held for warrant." 


The arrest was the result of a long 


search by the Chief and Captain Kra- 
ver for Collins. During the investiga- 
tion which has been in progress since 
the murderous assault was committed 
last Thursday 
night, 
considerable 


damaging evidence has been obtained 
against Collins. It is alleged that he 
was one of the principals in the party 
which attacked the small force of non- 
union polishers near the foundry when 
Homer Loar was killed. 


Chief Sheridan 
spent the 
greater 


part of Monday night in, West Newark 
looking for Collins. Early last even- 
ing Officers Swank, Carroll and Zsr- 
giebel were detailed to help on the 
case and all went to the west end of 
the city. 
Chief Sheridan and Captain 


" 'Kraver took a circuitous route through 
-the WehrIe~iaudfttoff-aM-SeT!'efficer] 
Swank at Wehrle avenue. 


Several Union street saloons were 


visited and just as (he Chief and Cap 
tain 
Kraver 
approached Embery'f 


saloon at the corner of .Union street 
and the Pennsylvania railroad, Officer 
Swank emerged f rom _ the place with 
Collins. He was followed by Hennin 
ger and Raab, who were protesting 
against the arrest. Both the other men 
were wanted but the officers did no'. 
anticipate the good fortune of finding 
all' three in the same place. 


•Chief Sheridan and Captain Kraver 


took the men into custody until-Elev- 
enth-street was reached, when Officers 
Carroll and Zergiebel joined the party 
and accompanied the prisoners to the 
county jail, where they were locked 
in separate cells. This quiet investiga- 
tion which is being made will probablj 
result in more arrests as the matter 
will not' be dropped until it has been 
probed to the bottom and all the par 
ticipants in the recent shocking crime 
have been apprehended or driven from 
the city. 


Collins, one of the men arrested 


was wanted on a warrant sworn out ir 
'Squire Lake's court on December 16 
charging him with pointing firearms 
in a street car, it being alleged that he 
created a panic in a West Main street 
car by flashing a revolver. 


The three striking polishers whc 


were arrested Tuesday night on a 
charge of murder, in connection with 
the assassination of Homer Loar of 
Hanover, have each a record in police 
court in this city during their stay 
here. 


The records show that Robert Hen- 


ninger and George Raab were arrested 
on September 9 and charged with as- 
sault and battery. An additional charge 
of robbery was placed against Hen 
ninger. 


It was alleged that the two men 


stopped a non-union polisher on thr 
street and assaulted him and relieved 
him of his 
gun.

Tampa, Fla., Dec. 27.—Captain Ler- 


mond of the schooner Helen Thomas 
arrived at Port Tampa from Galves- 
ton, and reports the wreck of the 
three-masted 
schooner Sakata

Parsboro,Nova Scotia, and the drown- 
ing of the entire crew excepting John

McCall Beprts Tbat Judge Hamilton

New York, Dec. 27.—John C. McCall, 


secretary of the New Yqrk I<ife, was 
a witness today before the insurance 
nvestigating committee. McGall went 
to Paris to ascertain the condition of 
ludge Andrew Hamilton and to obtain 
"rom 
him, if he was unable to leave 


r'aris, to come here and appear beforp 
;he committee, a statement concerning 
lis work for the company. 


"You 
saw Judge Hamilton?" 


"I did." 
"What was his condition?" 
"I should say it was serious." 
"Have you a statement from a phy- 


sician?"* 


McCall submitted ar statement from 


a Paris physician which indicated that 
Judge Hamilton was suffering from a 
•serious nervous disorder. 


McCall said Judge Hamilton was In 


such condition that it would "be lot- 
possible for him to return, though 
riamilton said he would like to. Mc- 
all said that Hamilton declined 
to 


give up his checks or check bocks- as 
they only had to do with private and 
personal matters. 
McCall submitted 


the statement which was a long one. 
Hughes read it in evidence. 


The statement of 
Hamilton 
was 


a masterful defense of the legal and 
legislative business, done by him. . . _ 


In regard to the demand for an ac- 


counting he says that the subject of 
his legal expenses was once befbris 
taken up and examined by public oA- 
eials. That was in 1S99, when tie! 
Prussian government passed upon the 
accounts, management and condition 
of the New York Life. Hamilton says 
it was accented as satisfactory. 


He says that his confidential secret 


service of protecting the companies 
from bad legislation and excessive 
taxation was the only feasible plan of 
protection. Citing what he terms as 
bad laws he points out the "absurd" 
Michigan proposition," the bill where 
the doctors certificates of ill health 
would excuse the payment of an insur- 
ance premium. Hamilton refused to 
tell who his assistants in the varions 
states were. He believes in national 
supervision or federal control of life 
insurance. He says his

saved the policy holders millions of 
dollars.

Christmas at the Postoffice and Express Agencies 


HE annual Christmas 


rush at the postoffices 
and express agencies 
of the big- cities and 
even in those of lesser 
magnitude has' be- 
come the time mos: 
dreaded by the armies 


of employees driven under the increased 
pressure. 
No other class of workers 


feels the approach of the holiday sea- 
son so keenly, and for no others does 
• Christmas seem more burdensome and 
less joyful. 


In the postoffice of a great city like 


New Tork the money order department 
is first to discern signs of the approach^ 
'of the festival of gifts and giving. 
Early in December the immigrants be- 
gin to flock to the postoffice to send 
money to their parents, wives and 
sweethearts. First to appear are the 
'Scandinavians, for the mails to Nor- 
;way, (Sweden and Denmark are trans- 
sniiied more slowly than to other Euro- 
pean countries whose people come to 
'America in large numbers. The Scan- 
dinavians, too, are exceedingly cau- 
tious, and they see to it that their 
Christmas remittances shall not arrive 
too late. 
Next come the Germans. 


. quickly followed by the Irish, Scotch, 
IWelsh, English and Dutch. The Ital- 
ians, Austrians and Slavs come last 
of all. The French, Spanish and Portu- 
guese send their gifts for New Year's. 
Last year the first Christmas steam- 


er from New York, sailing early in 


December, carried over half a. million 
dollars in money orders, mostly divided 
into trifling sums. 
The bulk of this 


treasure was from immigrants to their 
friends at home. It was subdivided as 
follows: To Austria 2,902 orders, worth 
$53.303^ Germany 3,746 orders, worth 
J46.816: Great Britain 9,560 orders, 
worth $125,073: Hungary 1,844 orders, 
worth $40,S50; Denmark 725 orders, 
worth $9,816; Norway 2,650 orders, 
v.-orth 
$43,750; Russia 3.053 orders, 


worth $46,611; Sweden 8,090 orders, 
worth $90,230. A day later the first big 
shipment of Kalian money orders was 
made, aggregating at least $250,000. 
It "is estimated by the authorities at 
the New York postoffice that the money 
sent as Christmas presents by immi- 
grants amounts to upward of $2,000,- 
000 annually and is increasing at the 
rate of about 16 per cent each year. It 
has developed, also, that the Italian, the 
despised "dago" of the fruit cart and 
the street cleaning brigade, sends home 
the largest sum per capita of all the 
immigrants. Last year he sent on an 
average over $33. The Hungarian came 
next with 513. Then followed the Rus- 
sian, with $18.50: the Austrian, with 
$17; the Norwrgian, with $12.50; the 
Swiss, v.-ith 
-512: 
the 
Swede, with 


$10 30; the Dane, Dutchman and Briton, 
with $10 apiece, and the German, with 
$8.50. 


Of course this is not an exact cri- 


terion of the liberality of the respective 
nationalities. It will be observed that 
the poorest immigrants send the lar- 
gest sums of money. 
The inference 


would be that the relatives of the 
others are in more comfortable cir- 
cumstances and do not need so muqh 
help. They do not need the inter- 
national money order to provide the 
Christmas dinner. The larger amounts 
sent by the Italian immigrants may be 
accounted for in another way. They 
come to America in large numbers in 
the spring, work diligently all summer, 
live frugally and return to Italy at the 
approach of winter. Before they sail, 
however, they take the precaution of 
sending their money in advance by in- 
ternational orders. 


Severe as the strain upon those who 


do the inside work undoubtedly is, it is 
even more burdensome for those who 
do the outside work. ^This is especially 
true of the carriers, who regard the 
coming of the holiday season with 
feelings not attuned to those of ordi- 
nary mankind. Even in the business 
sections of a great city the delivery in- 
creases enormously during the holidays. 
Take, for-example, the task of the car- 
riers who deliver the- mail at the Park 
Row building, a twenty-nine story sky- 
scraper in New York, with about 6,000 
tenants. 
Ordinarily the day's deliv- 
eries amount to from 18,000 to 20,000 
letters and packages. 
At Christmas 


time this becomes about 35,000 daily 
for a week or so. In America, even in 
ordinary times, the carrier is laden with 
a burden twice'as great as the legal 
limit in Great Britain, and at the 
Christmas season this becomes so augf- 
mented»that any man who is not a veri- 
table Samson must groan beneath it. 


As he trudges along painfully, an over- 
loaded bag on each shoulder and often 
gripping a third in his hand, the Christ- 
mas letter carrier is not an inspirer of 
envy. 


It frequently happens that the car- 
riers in the residential districts of 
large cities are accompanied on their 
rounds by two or three assistants who 
are provided with hand carts loaded to 
the top with holiday gifts of every 
description. This enormous collection 
of Christmas sundries is sometimes so 
great and so bulky that it becomes 
necessary to use horses and wagons in 
its delivery. The work of the postoffice 
employees is increased needlessly dur- 
ing the holiday season by the fondness 
of the public for playing pranks with 
the mail sorters. It seems to be the 
time-of all others selected for the mysti- 
fication of addresses and the deliberate 
invention of puzzling directions. 
A 


package decorated with a well drawn 
plum pudding enshrined within a 
wreath of holly may not be inappro- 
priate, but when the only address is 
written in infinitesimal characters on a 
leaf of the encircling greenery its ar- 
tistic ,value is not apparent to the car- 
rier. 


A holiday visit to one of the railroad 


stations of a large city which contains 
the offices of the express companies do- 
ing business on the various roads will 
reveal a confusion and babel worthy of 
the Stock Exchange in its most ex- 
citable condition. Storerooms ars filled 
to their utmost capacity and passages 
and all spaces that are open ordinarily 


are blocked and locomotion is impeded. 
Every semblance of order and system 
has departed, and there is a look of be- 
wilderment in the faces of the em- 
ployees. As a matter ofxfact, the ex- 
press 
companies become, hopelessly 


swamped during the Holiday season in 
spite of their most vigilant precautions. 
Express officials take to themselves 
considerable credit if they succeed in 
straightening out the tangle with rea- 
sonable expedition. To collect, sort and 
transmit properly this vast aggregate 
of holiday presents is a work requiring 
a high order of administrative ability, 
and it is a marvel that the proportion 
of delays and miscarriages is so small. 


I 
The work of loading an express car 


is a trade in itself. It demands from 
the slower away of the goods as much 
familiarity with the various stations 
along the road as is possessed-by the 
"messenger who accompanies the goods 
and distributes them en route. The car 
loader must stow away the packages as 
fast as they are handed to him and 
must arrange them with reference to 
important stations and junctions. He 
must build his piles of goods systemat- 
ically and firmly, so that they will not 
collapse and become hopelessly con- 
fused. Certain general rules must be 
observed rigidly. Heavy articles must 
not be placed on lighter ones that 
might be crushed. Wet goods and per- 
ishable stuff must be kept apart from 
other things and packages marked 
"With Care" must be given some at- 
tention, although it has been found by 
experience that directions for handling 


furnished by the sender may, as a rule, 
safely be disregarded. 
At the receiving point the holiday 


bustle is still in progress. Until the 
precious consignment is delivered to ita 
rightful owner the employee of the ex- 
press company may not return to th« 
paths of peace. It is a happy, weary 
moment for him when the last Christ- 
mas package has reached its destina- 
tion.

Vega was found to send only bait 
as much heat as this.

banks. Evidently Nicholas hasn't any 
too much faith in home institutions or 
bis'hold on the job of czar. 


Lobbists have been warned by sev-

Cincinnati, O., Dec. 27. — The city 


council passed an ordinance giving 
the Cincinnati Gas and Electric com- 
pany a natural gas franchise which, 
it ia charged, puts the city at the 
mercy of the company for 22 years. 
George B. Cox is reported to be the 
largest stockholder in the company. 
The associated organizations, repre- 
senting every business organization in 
Cincinnati, sent a communication pro- 
testing against haste, and T. F. Baum- 
gartner, a wealthy citizen, arose and 
offered 
$500,000 for the 
franchise 


for which the city gets nothing and 
for which it is said the Standard Oil 
interests are willing to pay $2,000,000, 
but the protests were disregarded. 


Santa Fatally Burned.

Seen at Great Deptlin. 


A young naval engineer named De 


'riury, diving in connection with the 
examination now going oil of 
the 


French vessel sunk near Saigon, has 
made remarkable discoveries concern- 
ing the inhabitants of tl*e ocean at a 
greater depth than has ever before 
been reached, says a Paris cable dis- 
patch to the New York World. 


De Plury's daring has boen made 


possible by bis accouterments, an in- 
vention of his own, which are armored 
with metal plates, while by a chemical 
arrangement respiration becomes auto- 
matic. At a depth of 1,094 yards De 
Plury declares that all submarine mon- 
sters change in shape because of the 
enormous pressure of the water. 
If 


taken to the surface their size is quad- 
rupled like a rubber bag inflated by air. 
Bodies that sink to these deeper levels 
have every bone broken. The creatures 
that circle about them are all carniv- 
orous, and te see them feeding is in- 
expressibly horrible.

Governor General Informs the Czar 


That He Has the Situation In Hand 
and That Troops 
Remain 
Loyal. 


Workmen Vote to 
Continue the 


Strike—Late Developments. 


St. Petersburg. Dec. 27.—The revolt 


at 
Moscow 
has 
practically 
been 


crushed. It is believed the insurgents 
no longer have a chance and that they 
are making a last stand. 


Emperor Nicholas and Count Witte 


received a report from General Don 
basoff, governor general of Moscow, 
saying that the 
revolt there had 


failed; that the military had the situ- 
ation in hand, and that whatever de 
fection may have existed among the 
troops had been overcome by attacks 
on them with revolvers and bombs to 
which they had been subjected from 
the windows and roofs of houses, and 
which had so enraged them that they 
could hardly be restrained. 


Danger of the destruction of Mos- 


cow by fire seems to be over for tho 
present. 
Patrols fire every time the 


people gather in groups. All over the 
city there are marks of the battle 
which has raged in the streets for 
three days, and the distant booming 
of cannon shows that the fighting is 
not yet at an end. Houses have been 
completely demolished by the artil 
lery and everywhere windows have 
been smashed by bullets. 


Troops in St. Petersburg surrounded 


and captured all -the members of the 
executive committee of the fightinj 
revolutionary organization while they 
were discussing plars for an armed 
uprising here. They captured also the 
detailed plans for the uprising as well 
as large quantities of arms, bombs 
etc. It is understood that as a result 
of these captures the government has 
obtained extremely important informa 
tion concerning the connections form 
ed by the revolutionaries with the 
army. A man named Schoolman waF 
at the head of the executive commit- 
tee, which numbered 47 members 
The government is confident thai 
these captures practically put an end 
for the present to any attempt to re 
peat in St. Petersburg the uprising at 
Moscow. 


An official dispatch from Moscow 


says: "At every point the troops have 
easily been victorious. 
Fighting in 


•which quick-firing guns and other ar 
tillery were used progressed for two 
hours. 
Dec. 23 the casualties of the 


insurgents are said to have been 
heavy. 
On Saturday night and early 


Sunday morning the city was quiet. 
On Sunday afternoon the artillery was 
active at the Brest railroad station. 
The inner town is perfectly quiet."
